Thia is not an instance whete the preamble merely states the purpose or 
intended use of the invention. On the contrary, me preambles of independent Oanns. 
— 21 provide a distinct definition of me claimed invention. Thia is, agam supported 
by me entire specification, which ia so!ely hmited to the inflation of a modutar light 
assembly jnjuiehick- ha mis insmnce, me reched purpose tesuhs in a manipulate 
difference between me claimed invention and the prior art. Thus, the recitations serve 
to limit the respective independent claims. 

The Examiner also rejected Claim 7 as being unpatentable over the combined 
teachings of me Mahm and Bamettetal. references. This rejection is also respectfuUy 
traversed. The Examiner smted mat the Bameti et al. reference teaches a plurahty of 
outwardly emending mounting fingers of a ttim bezel. However, whatmeExammer 
refers to as a trim bezel is actually a printed circuit board, and the fingers are 
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extensions from the LED (see Paragraph 0037, Lines 6 and 7 of the Bartnett et al. 
reference). There is simply no suggestion in the Barnett et al. reference that 
corresponds with the claimed method of mounting one of the modular light assemblies 
provided in the claimed method in a vehicle trim bezel. Thus, the invention as claimed 
in Claim 7 is also clearly patentable over the art of record.
